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DeKalb Leads the Way 


James Cherry, Superintendent of 
Schools in DeKalb County, is a young 
veteran of the recent war with ability and 
courage who came home and put both at 
the service of his county. | 


His county has changed over to county 
Ownership and operation of buses. The 
board acted on his recommendation and 
on these facts: 


1. Georgia operates 1,500 privately own- 
ed buses at an average cost of 18 cents a 
mile. These buses drive a total distance of 
approximately 17,000,000 miles a year. 
Each bus perhaps gets 10 miles on a gallon 
of gasoline. Thus, 1,700,000 gallons of 
gasoline is burned in privately operated 
schoo] buses. A Federal tax of 11% cents 
is paid on each gallon, a total of $25,500 
of Federal taxes on school bus gasoline. 


2. Approximately 1,500 gallons of oil 
is used by these buses each year. The 
Federal Government collects 6 cents on 
each gallon, a total of $900 of Federal tax 
on oil. 

3. Each bus uses approximately $50 on 
spare parts each year, batteries, fan belts, 
light bulbs, etc. Approximately $5 of Fed- 
eral tax is collected on this $50 worth of 
parts. Fifteen hundred privately operated 
buses. at $5 per bus <ederal tax on parts 
per year equals $7,500 per year Federal 
tax. 

4. Each school bus operating in Georgia 
spends approximately $60 per year for 
tires. The Federal tax on these tires is 
about $4. Fifteen hundred buses at $4 


Federal tax for tires equals $6,000. 

5. At least 200 school bus bodies and 
school bus chassis are purchased by pri- 
vate operators each year. The average 
Federal excise tax js $50 per bus body and 
$50*per bus chassis, a total of $100 per bus 
unit. Two hundred school buses at $100 
each for Federal tax is a total of $20,000 
a year. | 

6. This gives a total amount of Federal 
taxes paid out of the meager Georgia 
school fund each year of $59,900. 

7. All these Federal taxes paid from 


limited Georgia school funds may be kept > 


in Georgia by the simple expedient of 
public purchases. 

8. Public purchase of equipment on 
quantity bid basis will effect saving over 
private purchase of 15 to 20 percent. 

These facts have been around all the 
time. County-owned school buses not only 
save money. They permit more uniform 
routing, replacement of equipment on an 
annual basis, uniform regulations and 
qualifications for drivers. All States in 
the Southeast, save Georgia, already have 
public ownership in some form. 

We submit to the State the facts on 
which DeKalb County acted. 

This sort of sound examination and 
good sense is what we have been urging 
be applied to all departments of the State 
Government before we add new taxes. 

Courage and ability are fine assets.

errands for her; who had seen the clouds of rice birds come, and 
the barge loads of cotton, and who remembered that even then 
Pierce Butler had a hard name.

In Valdosta Times 
The latest Government report on the 1949 cotton crop offers strong support to those who favor a 


return to the program of acreage and marketing quotas next year. 
This is an increase of 14.2 percent over the 23,110,000 acres planted in 


acres in cotton as of July 1. 


This report shows some 26,380,000 


cotton in 1948 and is well above the ten-year average of 22,015,000 acres. 


The Department of Agriculture had set a 
goal of 21,984,000 acres for cotton this year. 

The Government report did not attempt to 
predict the number of bales that will be produced 
this year, but the acreage increase would indicate 
that it will be ahead of the 1948 crop.and well in 
advance of the ten-vear average. The boll weevil 
is getting in his licks right now. Weather condl- 
tions have been favorable for weevil infestation 
in much of the cotton belt and it may be that 
production will not come up to average per acre 
yield because of the pest. 


However, statisticians who keep up with 


such things have expressed the opinion that 
if the yield this year is comparable with last 
year the crop will amount to around 16.,- 
490,000 bales. This compares with a ten-year 
average of 12,014,000 bales. 


All of this adds up to support of a return to 
a control program. If the crop this year is any- 
where near the figure of 16,490,000 bales, there 
is going to be a heavy surplus of cotton. World 
markets will not consume anything like that 
amount of. cotton and farmers are going to be 
faced with a sharp reduction in price if the ex- 
perts are right in their predictions.

First Artificial Breeders 


Editor Constitution: We would like to call 
your attention to the article, “Jasper County 
Agent Blazed Trail to Better, More Productive 
Dairy Herds,” which appeared under your “by- 
line” in The Atlanta Constitution of Sunday, 
July 3. 

While we have not the slightest desire to minl- 
mize the excellent work done in this field by Mr. 


| J. O. Chandler and by Jasper County, we cannot 


help but feel that the article is somewhat mis- 
leading. Such errors as do occur were, we be- 
lieve, made in good faith and before you had the 
opportunity of becoming cognizant of the true 
facts. 

(1) An examination of the records in 
office of the Secretary of State will show that the 
first artificial breeders’ association to be granted 
its charter in Georgia was the Taliaferro County 
Co-operative Artificial Breeding Association, Inc. 


| This charter: was granted on Aug. 6, 1948. 


(2) The records of the Southeastern Artificia! 
Breeders Association, from whom both Jasper and 
Taliaferro Counties get their semen, show that 
the first semen shipped to any Georgia association 
was shipped to the Taliaferro County Co-opera- 
tive Breeding Association, Inc., on Sept. 7, 1948, 
and that semen was not shipped to Jasper County 
until some 10 days later. 

(3) The Taliaferro County Co-operative Breed- 
ing Association, Inc., records show that the first 
cow to be artificially bred was inseminated on 
Sept. 7, 1948, and belonged to Mr. Ned Taylor, of 
Taliaferro County. Since semen was not shipped 
to Jasper County until some 10 days later it 
would be impossible for that county to have bred 
a cow prior to that date. 

(4) It is impossible to tell from the article 
the exact date on which the first artificially bred 
calf was born in Jasper County, but in Taliaferro 
County the first artificially bred calf (a bull) was 
dropped on June 18, 1949, on the farm of Mr. 
J. C. Pierce, of Taliaferro County, and two days 
later. June 20, the first artificially bred heifer 
calf was born on the farm of Mr. G. P. Nunn, also 
of Taliaferro County. In honor of the event, Mr. 
Frank Fitch, Sr., and Mr. O. B. Copeland, of the 
Georgia Agricultural Extension Service, drove 
down from Athens to confer official recognition 
upon these calves as the first artificially bred 
calves in the State. T. G. MACFIE.

‘Insurance Muddle 


Editor Constitution: In April, 1917, the drums 
were beating, the flags flying and men enlisting 
for World War I. If a volunteer was accepted as 
a buck private, at the end of the month he re- 
ceived $15. But not net pay, as 20 cents a month 
was deducted from the pay for medical expenses. 
In World War II no charge was made for this 
medical service. The $15 per month pay continued 
till the National Draft Act Registration and the 
base pay was then doubled to $30 per month, shy 
20 cents, less Government insurance and allot- 
ment checkoff and bond subscriptions. No expla- 


nation has ever been given as to what became of 


the 20 cents per month and what surplus is left 
in the World War I insurance account. 

Naturally the writer took World War I in- 
surance and due to several delayed payments of 
death benefits thought that after the Armistice 


| November, 1918, there was no further use in pay- 


ing it. Now, 30 years later, I have saved a lot 
of premiums an dred tape. 

In April, 1949, I applied at the. VA office in 
Miami, Fla., for a small amount of five-year term 
insurance. I paid the premium at the Miami of-

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fice, took the physical examination and the Miami 
office promptly returned the premium and all pa- 
pers to the VA.

“The matter of refund of prémiums is receiving 
attention,” as my application’ was rejected on 
physical grounds. Now, three months after I paid 
the premium, it hasn’t been refunded and I have 
every reason to believe if I receive the refund in 
four months that it will be a record. 

Why is it that 30 years after the World War I 
armistice our records are still centralized in Wash- 
ington, D. C., while World War II insurance rec- 
ords are in the Atlanta VA office for the South- 
eastern States. The average age -of World War I 
veterans is approximately 55 and the number of 
veterans are steadily decreasing. There are over 
three times as many World War II veterans aa 
Warsl. Why can’t World War I veteran’s 
records be decentralized too”

They number about 100, it is estimated, 
and are for light metals, ball bearings, synthetic 
fuels, shipbuilding and the like, which were to 
be destroyed as war potentials. They were not 
discussed with Mr. Hoffman, and the Committee’s 
action has embarrassed both the ECA and the 
State Department as it again re-opens questions 
disturbing to Great Britain and France that sup- 
posediy were settled finally. 


The rider, requiring a. review of these 
plants was proposed in a memorandum from 
James Finucane, Associate Secretary of the 
National Council for Prevention of War, who 
submitted a suggested draft to the Commit- 
tee, and not by Sen. McCarran, Democrat, 
Nevada, as was erroneously reported here 
recently, which is regretted. Sen. McCarran 
was not even present when the rider was 
adopted, but he told this reporter he is for it. 


Mr. Finucane said perhaps 100 plants could 
be saved by it. He contended that the disarma- 
ment philosophy under which such plants are to 
be destroyed “has been stretched out of all pro- 
portions” with which he is in disagreement with 
our military officials who made the original de 
cision as to destruction soon after the war. 

The issue that was raised with Mr. Hoffman 
before the Committee, and at great length and 
chiefly by Sen. McCarran, involved the recent 
international agreement among us, Great Britain 
and France, dated April 13 this year, which 
fixed at 159 the number of plants on the fre. 
quently revised reparations list that are to be 
retained in Germany. 

This represented a reduction from 167 plants 
which were recommended to be retained by a 
committee headed by George M. Humphrey, 
President, Mark Hanna Company, Cleveland, and 
appointed by Mr. Hoffman to make a review of 
reparations plants by direction of Congress in 
the original ECA act last year. The Humphrey

Committee recommended that 182 plants be left 
on the list for dismantling and removal to Allied 
Nations as reparations. The reparations list, orig- 
inally “a very long list” as Mr. Hoffman told the 
Committee, was whittled down to about 1,000 in 
late 1947 and subsequently to less than half of 


that number. 


Sen. McCarran complained about the an- 
thorized dismantling and removal under the 
latest international agreement of eight plants, 
and most of a ninth, that would have been 
retained under the Humphrey Committee rec- 
ommendations. Of these plants, five are steel 
plants and three are chemical plants of the 
I. G. Farbenindustrie cartel, and the other 
to be retained in small part is a steel plant. 
the Nevada Senator argued it was wasteful to 
remove these plants. 


Mr. Hoffman, defending the April 13 agree- 
ment as “a rather remarkable result of an ex- 
tremely difficult negotiation” because of the atti- 
tude of Great Britain and France, explained that 
we in this country are inclined to forget how peo- 
ple in Europe feel about the destruction of their 
own property by the Germans and how they feel 
they have a right to get German plants in return. 
He cited the argument that these plants contribute 
to recovery of countries where they are dis- 
tributed. Half of the 159 plants to be retained 
are for steel production, he explained, and with 
them Germany would be able to reach the 10,- 
500,000 tons annual production to which she is 
limited. Furthermore, he added: 


“Most of these plants which were not retained 
were plants that the military said should not be 
retained for security reasons. 
with that. If the military said a certain type of 
chemical plant is a platn that endangers the 
security of the United States I, for one, am not 
going to stand up and say that it should be 
retained.”

Humph. No matter how carefully the astronomers on the hilltop 


ef Massachusetts Avenue polish their telescope with their handkerchiefs, the stars keep swimming 


around before their eyes. 

The Navy reports that there’s too much hot 
air here in Washington for a good look at the 
heavens; too much smoke from too many fires; 
too much dust kicked up in too many ruckuses. 
The stargazers spend most of their waking hours 
comfortably on their backs while they peer into 
their spyglasses, but the results are not what 
you'd call good. They’re still trying to keep track 
of the time, but how can they be sure when those 
stars keep wobbling around? 

So what they’re after from Congress is $8,500,- 
000 to move their observatory from hot, dusty, 
dirty Washington to the air-conditioned top of a 
small mountain near Charlottesville, Va. If the 
lawgivers agree, it will take three years for the 
astronomers to move their stuff, including their 
two second-hand periscopes from a defunct sub- 
marine, to the clear blue skies of Virginia. 


If Congress turns ’em down, then this 
world is going to be in a mess, because Capt. 
J. F. Jelly (pronounced as in bread and 
jelly), Deputy Chief of the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, said the skies above Washington 
are getting murkier all the time. 


And, as Senator Millard J. Tydings, of Mary- 
land, observed, this is more serious than you 
think. Those astronomers of the Navy keep 
gsecond-by-second almanacs of what time it is all 
over the world. So all a steamboat captain has 
to do is look at the book, glance at the right 
star, and check his watch to know exactly where 
he is. 

But let the Navy's clocks get a fraction of a

might land up in Africa. One of the Senators 
faced with spending billions for the armed forces 
wondered what was wrong with the world’s navi- 
gators putting their trust in Great Britain’s Green- 
wich Time? 


Well, sir, it turned out that for the moment 
Greenwich is depending on us. Capt. Jelly 
said Greenwich Observatory is In the same 
obscured situation as Washington, except 
worse. The City of London grew up around 
Greenwich, spewed soot on the lenses, and 
forced the astronomers there to shut up 
shop and move some place else. They’re in 
the process now and in the meantime they’re 
keeping an eye on our clock. The Navy 
hopes this time-piece is correct, but it can’t 
make any guarantees on account of the stars 
doing the hula when viewed from here. 


The Navy’s clock actually is two of ’em, set 
side by side in a vault deep underground, so the 
trucks whizzing. by 
the works. The resultant problem is how to take 
a look at the clock. The astronomers, who never 
yet have had enough money to run their estab- 
lishment properly, solved this one in sea-going 
and parsimonious fashion. 

They took periscopes from World War I sub- 
marines and mounted same upside down over 
their clocks.

NEW YORK — Fashion this 
year hangs by a rope of pearls. 
It is chained to a jeweled dog- 
collar, leashed by a belt, struck 
with a scarf, linked with a chain, 
and chained with a jeweled dog- 
collar. All this by way of im- 
provement—not punishment. 

If it weren't for the little 
things; the beads, the belts the 
scarves, the long gold chains and 
wide jeweled dogcollars, as well 


as the bracelets, the earrings, 
the pins and clips, the floating 
stoles and sanding ruffs, we'd all 
emerge a mighty plain lot. | 

As clothes get simpler, the 
“trimmings” get fancier, while 
the folks who make them think 
up new ways for you to wear 
them. 

The scarf reaches new heights, 
fashionably speaking, this year, 
as it winds itself confidently 
around your neck, your waist 
your wrist, your hatband, slip 
into your pockets, fills in your 
neckline or floats affectionately 
around your neck. 

Brook Cadwallader, whose 
Fall and Winter collection of 
scarves was shown here recent- 
ly, suggests also that scarves 
make nifty little cocktail aprons. 
Simply gather and drape a big 
Square over the belt of your 
dress, letting the top layer over- 
lap enough to form a three-inch 
ruffle. 

Then there is the floating pan- 
el effect, achieved by looping 
one point of a. large square 
through the belt so that it falls 
to the hemline, as well as the 
tiny scarf which when clutched 
in the middle and anchored with 
a costume pin becomes a peren- 
niel corsage. But you make a 
capelet of your scarf, by choos- 
ing a big triangle and stretch- 
ing it across the shoulders so 
that the point reaches the belt in 
back, then bringing the ends up 
taut over the arms, circling them 
under the armpits and tying in 
back. 

You will be glad to know that 
with all these suggestions, there 
will not be a shortage of scarves 
from the Cadwallader line.

Then there is the Pierrot ruff 
(which can also be worn as a 
jabot, a silly evening hat or a 
frill-front sash, which is simply 
a mass of pleated polka-dot 
French net set on a long piece 
of grosgrain ribbon. 

Also on the amusing side is 
a bicycle. scarf bordered with 
exact silhouette outlines of old 
high wheelers that ride smooth- 
ly around the border and meet 
with an accident in each corner; 
and another, a vintage wine 
chart, that lists in chronolog}- 
cal order the best wines of 
France between 1924 and 1945, 
evaluated all the way from poor 
to terrific, on a chart bordered 
with bunches of grapes and 
leaves. 

Glentex gets quite realistic 
with a group of tweed swatches 
superimposed on a neutral back- 
ground to tie-in with your new 
tweed costume, as well as amus- 
ing with penmanship doodles, 
punctuation marks, and penlines 
filling white squares with wide 
colored borders. 

On the other hand, you’ll prob- 
ably be running necx-in-neck- 
lace with some of the bubble 
pearls, done by Coro, as well as 
some surprising tones in pearl 
ropes, chokers and dogcollars, 
such as charcoal, verdante and 
a deep rose. 

All of Hattie Carnegie’s mod- 
els were happily lassoed in coils 
of smoke colored baroque pearls 
or chained with dogcollars of 
mixed jewels and rhinestones, 
either with or without pearls.

That cluttered cellar can be converted into a veritable 


Bargain Basement! 


Proof of the pudding is the successful endeavor of Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Cabaniss, who, for almost a year, have 
been manufacturing beer mugs in the basement of their 


Dudley Lane home. 

Against an array of mops and 
buckets, garden hose and rakes, 
the attractive products of their 
labor gleam incongruously in 
transparent green and amber— 
alluring merchandise for the 
most discerning customer. 

Made from discarded wine 
bottles, which Mr. Cabaniss col- 
lects periodically from various 
willing establishments, these bot- 
tles are first cut to proper size 


by a reputable glass-cutter and 

then delivered to the Cabanis’ 
cellar for their homespun meta- 
morphosis. Here they are wash- 
ed and polished by the young 
couple. Wooden handles: are 
Sandpapered, mahogany-stained, 
and, as a final step, banded to 
the glasses with glistering strips 
of copper. . 

Matching pretzel bowls are 
created in like manner from old 
jugs that once contained house- 
hold cleaning fluids. 

With a fulltime office job to 
occupy the male component of 
the homemade partnership by 
day, most of the Cabaniss enter- 
prise must be conducted by night. 
Production varies according to 
demand, and frequently the cel- 

lar light burns late. 

Modestly, Mrs. Cabaniss gives 
full credit to her husband for in- 
itiating the basement venture 
and for actual completion ef the 
products. 

“I wash and polish and assem- 
ble things mostly,” she avers. 
“But then, you might call me a 
sort of sales representative. It’s 
my job to contact our dealers.” 

With the mugs and bowls now 
selling in nearly a dozen Atlan- 
ta stores and gift shops, it’s no 

wonder. Mrs. Cabaniss. de-

Proper credentials and your 
name is on the press list of the 
American Embassy. Before big 
shots arrive you receive a notice 
telling about them with a brief- 
ness and completeness of Who's 
Who data. 

When the President of the 
United States holds a press con- 
ference you stand up—not from 
deference—there are just too 
many attending. For Mr. Snyder, 
comfortable chairs were pro- 
vided. 

We gathered in the outer hall 
of the Embassy headquarters sit- 
uated in the modern Shell build- 
ing—doesn't look a bit foreign. 
Two other women besides your 
personal representative and two 
dozen or so men chatted pleas- 
antly in a melange of languages 
representing various newspapers 
in different countries. Then there 
came a call for the photogra- 
phers, and a chorus of “Oh 
Shucks,” “C’est bete” in several 
tongues, because it was an- 
nounced that pictures could be 
taken before and afterwards, but 
not during the interview. Dis- 
appointedly the photogs. ex- 
claimed: “Now we can’t get any 
action pictures — just dead 
poses!” Alice Hager, press at- 
tache, by the way during her 
California school days she 
roomed with our Southern poet, 
Agnes Kendricks Grey, an- 
nounced the Secretary was 
ready to receive us 

Solemnly we strolled into a 
cheery room and took seats in 
rows in front of a huge desk 


behind which sat Mr. Snyder in * 


a neat brown suit, and looking 
like a sphinx. 

By him stood a man holding a 
mike for the recording of what 
he would have to say and to the 
left of this man was roaming 
Ambassador Harriman whose 
cheeks with their rounding con- 
tour are showing the effect of 
delicious foreign food. 

Mr. Harriman gets up and 
says, ‘“‘Ladies and Gentlemen of 
the Press, the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States, 
Mr. John Snyder.” Mr. Snyder 


grins and says, “How do you do?” 


But as some of the correspond- 
ents didn’t understand English 
and the others didn’t know the 
proper procedure, whether to say 
“Hello” or “Howdy” or “Hi” or 
“slad to meet you your Excel- 
lency” there must have been a 
lot of angels passing for the 
silence was profound. 

Suddenly one man com- 
menced to ask questions, but 
before shooting them he stated 
that he was pot a political re- 
porter and that he knew noth- 
ing about anything anent Mr. 
Snyder or politics in general 
and that he wished Mr. Snyder
